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Parents watch as ‘Father Phil becomes their bishop

RIVERSIDE—Two proud parents sat in 
the front row and watched their son 
become a bishop. They were joined by 
2,700 others in the Riverside hall of 
Raincross Square here, and countless 
more through TV. The hearts of Sylvester 
and Florence Straling were bursting with 
natural pride. 


As the solemn, steady, clear tones of 
Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los Angeles, 
spoke the age-old words of the ordination 
ceremony, Phillip Francis Straling be- 
came the first bishop of the new diocese of 
San Bernardino. 


THE CARDINAL, as principal consecra- 
tor and celebrant, imposed his hands on 
the head of “Father Phil,” followed by co- 
consecrators Bishop Leo T. Maher, from 
whose diocese the new one blossomed, 
and Archbishop John R. Quinn of San 
Francisco, president of the U.S. Catholic 
bishops conference. 


And the announcement from Rome of 
July 18, proclaiming the new diocese and

RIVERSIDE—Colorful banners in the 
Riverside Room proclaimed unity while 
almost 2,700 worshippers gave their new 
bishop, Phillip F, Straling, a standing 


ordination. 


On the plaza outside, hand- painted 
picket signs charged racial oppression as 
about 35 protestors demonstrated against 
the ordination of a non-Hispanic ordinary. 


THE NUMBER of applauding Chicanos 
inside Raincross Square far outnumbered 
those who marched in an orderly circle 
while uniformed police formed a semi- 
circle between them and the main 
doorway. 


Police Lt. Richard Dana said the same 
number of his men were on hand for 
Bishop Straling’s ordination as were called 
to duty when President Carter’s sister, 
Ruth Carter Stapleton, spoke on Mt. 
Rubidoux last Easter.

“We don’t expect any problems,” Dana 
said prior to the ceremony. “But if there is 
any real or implied threat we are here.” 


HE SAID his men were instructed to 
invoke Section 302 of the Penal Code 
(disturbing a religious gathering) if 
‘necessary, but called the possibility 
unlikely. 


The protestors were instructed by their 
spokesman Ralph Hernandez not to speak 
to anyone. They marched either in silence 
or sang hymns to the strumming of a 
guitar. 


Lt. Dave Cunradi, in charge of indoor 
security, checked passes of those at- 
tempting to enter the hall. “The cardinal is 
here and we want to make sure no harm 
comes to him,” Cunradi said.” But this isa 
Spiritual, religious ceremony not a police 
action.” 


THE MARCHERS remained only until 
the ceremony began and then they 
dispersed. During the march one man

This is the first of four 
buildings scheduled over a 
20-year period, said Father 
Florek. 


An educational center 
with 12 rooms and an 
auditorium, a church to 
accommodate 800 people 
and a priests’ residence are 
parish buildings scheduled 
for the future, he added. 


Currently, masses are 
celebrated on the grass at 
the La Costa Shopping 
Center, in the La Costa 
Country Club movie theater 
and at the century-old 
Olivenhain Council Hall.

A time to keep

When Bishop Leo T. Maher returned from Rome 
and his ad limina visit a few weeks ago, he showed 
us with great pleasure two miters and a gold ring he 
had brought batk with him. They were for the new 
bishop, Phillip Francis Straling, who this week 
assumed the responsibilities and the joys of 
becoming the first bishop of a new diocese. Bishop 
Maher's gift of two “short” form miters and a ring, 
with the symbol of the Holy Spirit, were specially 
made in Rome, and it was with great joy that Bishop 
Maher was able to bestow them on his new fellow 
bishop, a true “son” of the San Diego diocese. 


The new bishop has many, many friends who 
genuinely and openly love him dearly because he 
is a man whose very manners and presence 
endear him to people. He has come through some 
difficult weeks since the announcement of his ap- 
pointment and has felt the sting of barbs as well as 
the arrows of love. But, smiling as ever, big minded 
and big hearted as ever, he now succeds to the title 
of shepherd with the love and prayers of so many 
that the few malcontents are lost in the tumult. 


Patience and attention 


Few men are so blessed with the gift of patience 
and attention to others as Bishop Phillip Straling. 
Having watched him at close quarters during those 
many—and often tedious—speak-up and other 

‘ sessions of the Second Diocesan Synod, you could 
not be other than impressed with his care for the 
feelings of others. Nor, too, could you miss his 
gentleness in offering a suggestion, his willingness 
to listen and to consider a point, however inappro- 
priate. A man of quicker temper would have been 
exasperated at the lengthy and repetitious nature of 
attempts to change the church, to insinuate ideas, 
to make suggestions. Synod II was not only an 
exercise in patience for Bishop Straling, it was a 
time of learning from the grass roots so much that 
he can now consider as bishop. 


Teamwork counts 


If there’s one thing Bishop Straling believes in, 
from the point of view of organizing anything, it is 


teamwork. He built a great team around him for the

synod, a team that did yeoman service to the 
diocese. And, as he says in his interview with me on 
page 12, “A team means working closely with the 
other members...to know what they’re thinking, 
what they want, and what’s happening...If | don’t 
have some real contact with them how can |, as 
‘leader of the team, really come to grips with some 
of the problems?” 


He has been working closely with his priests, 
sisters and people these past weeks since his 
nomination and it will be interesting to see how he 
builds his diocesan structure on the talent 
available. It’s going to be a tough job, and he’s 
bound to disappoint some people who may have 
their hearts set on a particular function. But they 
can’t all be chancellor! 


Peak moment in ordination 


Immediately following his ordination on Monday 
evening in Riverside, | asked Bishop Phillip Straling 
what was the most memorable moment of the 
three-hour ceremony, and he said ‘‘the 
prostration.” This is when the newly ordained (as 
deacon, priest or bishop) lies face downward in the 
sanctuary while the Litany of the Saints is sung. 


Bishop Straling said: “Lying there is areminder of 


_ Christ the servant, that we have to be humble, to be 


prepared to give to others. Prostration in all our 
lives is something for us to think about as 
Christians.” In my picture, Bishop Straling can be 
seen at the right.

My amazement is caused by the 
complete naivete of the San Diego 
diocesan newspaper in accepting such an 
advertisement from a candidate who has 
taken such strong stands against posi- 
tions advanced by the Catholic church in 
the pro-life issues. 


! would presume that an unintelligent 
excuse could be made that (1) either the 
diocese was not aware of Mrs. Boyce’s 
prior stands, or (2) that the diocesan 
newspaper does not screen political 
advertising. 


In the first instance, it is impossible to 
believe that the staff of a Catholic 
newspaper was so ignorant of the politi- 
cians seeking office that no one even 
bothered to inquire into his or her stand 
on this most essential issue in the eyes of 
the church. 


Reports have been made to the diocese, 
through the Right to Life League, con- 
cerning Mrs. Boyce’s position on pro-life 
matters in the past. If the offices within the 
diocese are not sharing this information 
then the lines of communication must be 
absolutely non-existent—which is a 
windfall to all of those who take stands that 
are absolutely contrary to the best 
interests of the church. 


If the excuse for permitting that political 
advertisement in the Southern Cross is 
because you are not selective about your 
advertisements, then this argument is 
almost as fallacious as the position that 
Catholic priests will not stand in the pul- 
pits and condemn publicly those who are 
anti-right to life on the basis that the 
Catholic church would lose its tax exempt- 
ions. 

That type of lip service to morals dealing 
with an innocent child’s right to life is 
worth, at best, thirty pieces of silver.

Association of America celebrates the 


10th anniversary of its film rating © 


system—the Gs, PGs, Rs, and Xs you seein 
film advertisements. In recognition of this 
event, Jack Valenti, president of the 
association, commissioned a survey to 
ascertain the success of the system. The 
results were released Nov. 1. 


- Even casual observers of the system will 
note that it has indeed achieved one of the 
principal objectives for which it was 
developed in 1968: the intervension of the 
federal government in the form of film 
censorship has not become a reality in the 
American movie industry. ‘ 


The survey, completed in August by the 
Opinion Research Corporation of 
Princeton, N.J., polled 2,663 Americans 
(2,184 age 18 and over) on the same two 
areas explored in past years: “awareness 
of” and “perceived usefulness of” the 
rating system. 


In both areas the trends observable 
since 1971 would appear confirmed. 
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between them, just as a man’s career 
can come between him and his wife. 
Not because of anything wrong in the 
career itself, but because of some- 
thing. wrong in their attitude towards 
it. 


Many wives are jealous of their — 


husband’s work: Many husbands are 
jealous of their wife’s accomplish- 
ments. In both cases, these things 
“come between” them and sour their 
relationship. Sometimes it is their 
children who are seen as a wedge; 
sometimes his or her family; some- 
times close friends; sometimes the 
avocations of art or music or sport— 
whatever takes one or the other away. 


YET SOME COUPLES manage to 
combine two careers, raising child- 
ren, maintaining a loving relationship 
with both families and friends, and 
interesting occupations on the side, 
without harming their own love 
relationship. Often it is enhanced by 
the outreach of their interests. 


Where the love is true—and by that 
| mean when each person accepts the 
individuality of the other and does not 
view him or her as some kind of 
adjunct to their own person over 
whom they need to exercise varying

degrees. of domination—then it: is 
quite likely that nothing would have 


. enough power tocome between them. 


It is when envy and possessiveness 
and the urge to control others form 
the basis of our relationships that 
almost anything may be seen as a 
threat. And when our self-esteem is so 
precarious that we live in a constant 
state of competitiveness, then any 
achievement, however minimal, by 
the other can cut like a flaming blade 
between us. 


SOMETIMES, even when two people 
love each other sincerely, their unity 
can be seriously threatened by such 
sadly immature and destructive 
attitudes. Probably even the most 
blissfully congenial pair has reluctant 
moments-of resentment and chagrin 
and pangs of envy from time:to time! 

But it is important, | think, to recog- 
nize what one is undergoing. If we 
smart because of fancied neglect or 
because of the other's success or 
talent, or any other of the myriad 
reasons we dream up for resentment, 
it is wise to admit from the outset that 
our feelings have precious little to do 
with love. 


We. do not hurt in such instances 


Marie Murkin, the housekeeper, is a 
grass widow who is determined to make 
a good impression on the new pastor. What 
can she do when her errant husband turns 
up at the back door after a fifteen year 
absence, just as she is preparing to serve 
dinner? 


She hides him away in her rooms and 
goes on with the dinner, of course. When 
she returns he is a bloody corpse, so the 
pastor and his friend, homicide Captain 
Keegan, are off on another adventure. 


This includes the bishop of the title, a 
classmate of Father Dowling’s, who is 
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‘Anything could come between us 


because we love, but because we do 
not. Our concern is not for the one we 
claim to love but for ourselves. But 
admission of our fault does not 
automatically purify our motives, it 
merely clarifies in our own minds—or 
should—the basic selfishness of our 
attitudes. Even in our closest relation- 
ships we seem unable completely to 
escape the impulses of selfishness 
and need to repulse again and again 
what would “come between” us. 


PERHAPS THAT !S what St. Paul 
had in mind when he wrote to the 
Romans about the certainty of God’s 
selfless love. “For | am certain of this: 
neither death nor life, no angel, no 
prince, nothing that exists, nothing 
still to come, not any power, or height 
or depth, nor any created thing, can 
ever come between us and the love of 
eer made visible in Christ Jesus Our 
Lord.” ; 


There is no fear in that kind of 
confidence, only joy in the miracle of 
love itself. If we could rid ourselves of 
the trivial fears that scar our hearts, 
how much more joyfully we could 
embrace all the love that comes to.us, 
and how much more easily grow 
towards God's own fearless love for us.

Rating system marks anniversary 


Ninety-seven percent of the moviegoing 
public (age 12 and over) is aware of the 
existence of the system, 66 percent of that 
same group finds the system “very or fairly 
useful.” 


Breaking down the responses further, 
the survey indicates that the rating system 
is perceived to be most useful by frequent 
moviegoers over the age of 12 (67 percent, 
“very or fairly useful”) and least useful by 
non-moviegoing adults (only 33 percent 
“useful or fairly useful”), a category which 
makes up, incidentally, 39 percent of the 
full adult resident civilian population in the 
‘United States. ~ 


Since the rating system is essentially 
intended -to advise parents as to the 
suitability of motion pictures for their teen- 
age children, it is unfortunate that the 
survey does not center in on this group of 
parents. . 


Until a child reaches the moviegoing age 
(12 years), itis unlikely that a parent would 
show a great deal of attention to the rating 
system. Whatis the significance, therefore, 
of the survey’s finding that in the category

“all adults with children under 18,” 60 
‘percent found the system “very or fairly 
useful”? 


The MPAA deserves credit for having 
made the existence of the rating system 
known to a significant proportion of the 
American people. 


As with many. statistical surveys, the 
tendency to read beyond the statistics is 
tempting; at the very least the survey raises 
several questions that deserve to be 
addressed. What does “awareness” in this 
case mean? How is “usefulness” to be 
interpreted—relative- to what? What is 
understood by each of the ratings? What, in 
fact, is the level of theater compliance with 
the R and X age restrictions?

SAN BERNARDINO—The Holy Name of Jesus appears 
to give unity and balance to the coat of arms chosen for 
the new diocese of San Bernardino by Bishop Phillip 
Francis Straling. His personal shield also signifies a 
quest for peace and, as his motto indicates, joy in Christ. 


Symbols representing both Riverside and San 
Bernardino, the two county seats within the new diocese, 
appear on the left side of the red and gold diocesan 
shield.

PERSONAL SHIELD—Bishop Phillip F. Stra- 
ling’s personal coat of arms includes the 
motto “Gaudium in Christo,” which means “joy 
in Christ.” The shield also includes symbols 
representing his patron saints and his associa- 
ten wih we Newman apesielnte: ‘

PALM SPRINGS 


RIVERSIDE’S raincross represents the mission bell 
used by Father Junipero Serra to call worshippers to 
mass, and the cross above the bell represents the 
standard used by Indians in prayer for rain. 


San Bernardino is represented on the shield by an 
arrowhead, which became the county’s symbol because 
of a perfectly shaped arrowhead that covers a seven and 
a half-acre area of Arrowhead Mountain, which faces the 
city of San Bernardino from the north. 


Together with the names of God and the Holy Spirit, the 
Holy Name of Jesus is the most revered in the Christian 
language (see Luke 1:31, Philippians 2:10). 


FATHER BERNARDINE of Siena, the Franciscan for . 


whom the city is named, is credited with increasing 
devotion to the Holy Name within the Catholic church. 
The coat of arms bears the Greek letters, lota, Eta and 
Sigma, the monogram for the Holy Name, within a 
traditional sunburst. 

Symbols revealing not only his ancestral roots, but his 
Christian heritage and apostolate as well, were chosen by 
Bishop Straling for his personal coat of arms. 


The symbols are on a red field to reflect the English 
heritage of his mother, Florence Ellen Robinson Straling, 
and the German-Belgian heritage of his father, Sylvester 
Joseph Straling. 


THE BISHOP’S HOPE for peace in the world is 
symbolized by two crossed olive branches, which also 
signifies Rome. There is double symbolism in the use of 
the olive branch, as it also represents St. Philip Neri, one 
of Bishop Straling’s baptismal patrons. St. Philip, who 
had a special love for the poor and the grace of 
confession, was known as the “second apostle of Rome.” 


St. Francis of Assisi’s prayer to become an instrument 
of peace is one shared by Bishop Straling, whose second 
baptismal patron is the “little poor man” of Assisi. 
Francis’ symbol is the open hand bearing the stigmata of 
Christ, which Francis received as a vicarious participa- 
tion in the suffering of Jesus for the sins of humanity. 


Three hearts in the upper portion of Bishop Straling’s 
shield are taken from the coat of arms of Cardinal John 


“ Newman, reflecting Bishop Straling’s dedication to 


Newman's ideals and to signify that the bishop spent 11 
years in the San Diego diocese’s Newman apostolate. _- 


FOR HIS MOTTO, the bishop selected “gaudium in 


Christo,” which is Latin for “joy in Christ.” The phrase 
expresses for Bishop Straling the belief that men and 


- women have their ultimate joy in knowing Christ. He has 


summed up his entire role as bishop in that truth. 
Topping the coat of arms is a gold processional cross, 


which is behind the shield extending above and below it, 
and the pontifical hat, which was worn by bishops at 
solemn functions until 1870. It is green and is trimmed 
with six tassels in three rows on either side of the shield— 
traditional with all Catholic bishops of the world. 


Paul J. Sullivan of Warwick, R.I.,-was the heraldic 
consultant and designer. 


Traditionally, the coat of arms of the diocese and the 
personal arms are joined together, with the diocesan 
arms on the left side of the shield and personal shield on 
the right. 


DIOCESAN COAT OF ARMS—The official 
escutcheon for San Bernardino diocese bears 
symbols of Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties, the raincross and the arrowhead. 
The sunburst insignia of the Holy Name of 
Jesus joins the symbols on a red background.

Holy Rosary founders unknowingly built cathedral

SAN BERNARDINO—“Does the clay say 
to its fashioner, ‘What are you making?’...” 


The words of the prophet Isaiah come to 
mind in looking over the 50-year history of 
what has become Our Lady of the Rosary 
Cathedral in San Bernardino’s newly 
formed diocese. 


DID THE FOUNDERS guess that they 
were cooperating to shape the seat of a 
diocese? Did they plan that one of the 
parish sons would become bishop? Does 
one question what the Creator's hands 
should do? 


The golden jubilee—a mass with San 
Diego Bishop Leo T. Maher as principal 
celebrant, a dinner and festival—all took 
place last year, a half-century after the 
parish’s first mass was celebrated in a 
private home at 2107 Sierra Way. 


A year after that first mass, Bishop John 
J. Cantwell of the diocese of Los Angeles 
officiated at the dedication of Holy Rosary 
church at 2525 Arrowhead Ave., its 
present location. That was eight years 
before. the diocese of San Diego was 
formed. 


AT LAST YEAR'S celebration, Bishop 
Phillip F. Straling, then Father Straling, 
was the pastor of Holy Rosary. However, he 
had more than just a pastoral interest in 
the festivities, as he is among the many 
baptized at the church since the parish 
began. 


Preparing for the celebration last year, 
Bishop Straling said, “There are many with 
roots in the parish, and | can’t help but feel 
a part of them.” 


Bishop Straling credited the five pastors 
of Holy Rosary who preceded him with 
building up the parish as “one of the 
mother parishes of San Bernardino.” 


ST. BERNARDINE in downtown San 


Bernardino is the city’s actual mother 
parish. From Holy Rosary’s old boundaries 


have sprung nine other parishes, however, - 


including St. Anthony, Assumption, St. 
Anne and. Our Lady of Fatima in San

Bernardino; St. Adelaide, Highland; St. 
Joseph, Big Bear; Our Lady of the Lake, 
Arrowhead; St: Frances Xavier, Crestline; 
and St. Anne in the Mountains, Running 
Springs. 

The parish is the third oldest in the city, 
preceded by St. Bernardine in 1867 and 
Our Lady of Guadalupe in 1926. 


How many founding families there were 
is uncertain. Today, there are nearly 1,500 
families within the parish and 235,665 
Catholics within the boundaries of the new 
diocese, which includes Riverside County 
as well as San Bernardino County. 


THE INITIAL boundaries of Holy Rosary 
parish extended north from 18th Street to 
the crests of the San Bernardino Moun- 
tains, east to Highland and west to 
Fontana. : 


Present parish boundaries are 37th 
Street on the north, Lytle Creek wash onthe 
east, 18th Street on the South, and Mt. 
Vernon Avenue and Interstate 15 on the 
west. 


Father Patrick Curran served as Holy 
Rosary’s first pastor from 1928 until his 
death in 1932. He was succeeded by 
Father Thomas O’Sullivan, who was 
followed a year later by Father Thomas 
Matthews. After Father Matthews’ death in 
1961, Father John Bland was named 
pastor. Msgr. Bland retired in March 1976 
and is now pastor emeritus. 


KEEPING PACE with the growing needs ~ 


of the parish community, a rectory was 
constructed in 1936, Holy Rosary Aca- 
demy was opened in 1947, and a convent 
was built in 1950. The church was 
expanded in 1955, and a hall and Ministry 
Center have since been added to the 
parish plant. 


This past Oct. 8, some of the same 
traditional hymns that were sung 50 years 
ago when the parish was dedicated were 
part of a special afternoon service to 
celebrate the memorial to Our Lady of the 
Holy Rosary. The afternoon “Mary's Hour” 
included recitation of the scriptural rosary 
and anointing of the sick.

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What is a cathedral? 


The imagination soars to the tips of 
towering spires and to facades of impo- 
sing edifices when the word cathedral is 
spoken or seen in print.’ 


Actually, the designation has nothing to 
do with size—or even beauty but, rather, 
with use. 


THE TERM cathedral comes from the 
Latin word “cathedra,” or, “seat.” It is used 
to distinguish the head. church in a 
diocese, the one where the bishop is 
“seated,” as contrasted to any other 
church in the diocese. 


So it is that Holy Rosary church in San 
Bernardino became Our Lady of the 
Rosary Cathedral with the elevation of its 
pastor, Phillip F. Straling to bishop of the 


_ new diocese. 


Usually, cathedrals are imposing struc- 
tures. We think in terms of St. Peter’s in 


Rome or Notre Dame de Paris. Holy Rosary . 


is unlike either of those. With its red-tiled 
roof and whitewashed sides, the cathedral 
looks more like a California mission, bell 
tower and all. 


IN THE GRAND and awesome cathe- 
drals of Europe and elsewhere there most 
often is a “throne” or chair (cathedra), 
which gives the cathedral its distinctive 
nature, being prominently placed in the 
sanctuary to the right of the main altar. 


Our Lady of the Rosary’s altar is can- 
opied and the principal celebrant’s chair 
behind the altar is carved wood. The new 
bishop, however, has not ordered a 
“throne.” To his knowledge, a new chair 
was not being brought in at this writing. 


The throne of a bishop traditionally can 
be used only by the bishop or head of a See 
in his own diocese, and not by anyone else 
without the bishop’s permission, not even 
by a visiting bishop from another diocese.

THAT ARCHAIC ruling came from Rome 
to safeguard the jurisdiction from would- 
be usurpers. In fact, automatic excommu- 
nication became the penalty for anyone 
other than the bishop of the diocese using 


' the chair. The pope was exempt. 


There is, in fact, the record of one such 
excommunication. It happened in 1169 
when (Saint) Thomas, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, was away in France and King 
Henry II of.England had his son crowned 
by the Archbishop of York. 


Because the crowning was under the 
jurisdiction of the See of Canterbury, the 


-Pope pronounced excommunication, 


even though the actual crowning took 
place in Westminster Abbey. The arch- 
bishop of York also lost his See. 


RARE AS SUCH instances may be in 
church history, the ruling still is on the 
books. 


There are episcopal functions that as a 
rule are presided over by the bishop from 
+his special chair. Such important cere- 
monies as the consecration of holy -oils 
and conferring of the sacrament of holy 
orders are examples. ; 


Conferrat of the sacrament of confirma- 
tion in modern times most often takes 
place with the bishop standing, unless 
there is an unusually large number of 
candidates. This sacrament is: usually 
bestowed in parish churches and not at 
the cathedral. 


WHETHER the new bishop of San 
Bernardino keeps his low-key, pastoral 
style, or whether he chooses to pontificate 
from a throne, the congregation of Holy 
Rosary now does its worshipping in a 
bonafide cathedral. 


But it’s the same parish church at the 
corner of Arrowhead and 25th.

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Bishop Straling’s first interview | 


‘There’s enough work to take 48 hours a day to do’ 


In this exclusive interview Bishop Phillip 
Straling replies to questions by Southern Cross 
editor Michael Newman. The new bishop’s 
answers include his views on the role of a bishop, 
youth and the family, and world problems. 


HOW DO YOU see the job descrip- 
tion of a bishop today, in 1978? 


| see the role of bishop as one 
working in a very special way with 
the priests of the diocese. If you talk 
about teamwork, the connection 
between the priests, the bishop and 
the sisters and other parish leaders, ~ 
my major role will be working with 
them for the unity of the church, for 
the completion of the mission of 
Christ in the church. 


Part of the job of a bishop is to be 
a coordinator, a facilitator to help 
set goals, objectives, to help 
evaluate what's happening, to help 
facilitate programs which go inter- 
parish or in an area or community. 


Now on the parish scene, here’s 
where the pastor, the sisters and lay 
leaders are the ones we really have 
to be present to. | can't always be 
as present to the local parish group 
in the day-to-day needs and 
problems of the parish community. 
So | see the bishop’s role to be one 
of working primarily with parish 
leaders and yet letting the faithful 
know, the local church know, that 
the bishop is concerned about 
them, even though they may not see 
him all the time or maybe meet him 
personally. At least there should be 
a presence on my part with them. 


One of the things | would like to 
see in order to fulfill this—l. believe 
it’s Bishop Roger Mahoney who is 
doing it in Fresno—is to go to a 
parish on Friday night and just meet 
with the priests, maybe the parish 
staff (sisters), and lay leaders. Then 
on Saturday he meets with the 
parish council and other leaders 
and on Sunday he says several 
masses in the parish and meets the 
people. Something of that nature 
would help me to achieve the goals 
and objectives of working with the 
parish community. And then, inter- 
parish, you get together with pastors 
in deanery and other meetings. 


DO YOU THINK you will have 
enough time, in addition to 
confirmation schedules and other 
Official visits, to be able to spend so 
much time with one parish? 


_ | think the problem of the bishop 
is the same as the problem of the 
local.parish priest—where are your 
priorities? Yes, there’s enough work 
to take us 48 hours a day to do, and 
we just can’t do everything which 
comes to our attention. It’s 
beginning to be clear on a diocesan 
level that you are going to have 
people working with, you who are 
going to take care of a lot of ordina- 
ry daily problems, needs of the 
diocese, without my actually carry- 
ing them out. | will be aware of 
what’s happening, but people 
responsible to me will carry them 
out. © : 


YOU KNOW this area well. What do 
you see as the greatest task— 
finance, faith of the people, unity? 
Have you tried to analyze it at all? 


Well, I’ve already told the priests _ 
at various deanery and other priests 
meetings that our greatest need is 
to work with the priests. One reason 
is that we will probably have a great 
shortage of priests since a great 
number of our priests are in the 
upper age category and will be retir- 
ing within the next five or ten years, 
so, of course, there is the need of 
getting vocations and more priests. 
But it is not just priests, | am - 


including religious and deacons and 
other roles too. I’m just picking on 
the priests at this point. 


| think that it’s also preserving 
and helping the priests who are 
active in the ministry to remain that 
way, through continuing education, 
the spiritual renewal of the 
priesthood, and. the brotherhood of 
the priesthood. | think we have 
many serious problems. Archbishop 
Jean Jadot (Apostolic Delegate) said 
a couple of months ago that we 
have parishes that used to have four 
priests where today two priests are 
trying to do the work of the four 
priests. 


Human beings can’t do that. 
There’s a breaking point, and we get 
men who just fold under this 
pressure. | think we need to take a 
real serious look at the pressure on 
a priest, and see that he feels com- 
fortable and that he feels happy in 
his work and maybe give him the 
skills that he needs to get greater 
lay leadership in the parish. That's a 
very very major need. 


WHAT ABOUT the position of the 
Ordinary? Do you intend to 
introduce any changes into the 
normally accepted style of a bishop, 
to bring him “down” more to the or- 
dinary level of the people? 


| go back to the aspect of team- 
work. A team means working closely 
with the other members of your 
team, to know what they’re thinking, 
what are the problems, what's 
happening, and what they want. If 
I'm to coordinate that, there must 
be a closeness with the work of the

priest and with the parish. What's 
happening in this parish? Why are 
there problems in the parish? If | 
don’t have some real contact with 
them, how can |, as leader of the 
team, really come to grips with 
some of those problems? | feel 
otherwise you can become isolated 
from the reality. 


They say one of the problems of 

becoming a bishop is that you 
cease to hear the truth, that you only 
hear what people want you to hear. 
Maybe that’s because we can be 

\ jsolated and get away from the 
grassroots, away from the parishes, 
away from the priests and the 
people. 


IN THAT connection, do you have 
any views of a bishop's lifestyle. One 
or two bishops have made a great 
deal of publicity by living a very 
simple life, as compared with the 
somewhat elevated style of some 
other bishops. What are your views 
on that? 


| think that being called to the 
priesthood—the bishop is in that 
category—there should be a 
simplicity of lifestyle, in living 
accommodations, meals, entertain- 
ment, etc. | think the local situation 
of the people themselves will help 
us to discern some of these things, 
but | think we should be an 
example to the people. Simplicity of 
lifestyle is something that is very 
important as a witness of the 
church today. 


ARE YOU pleased that you are from 
your own diocese, or would you 
rather have become Ordinary of an 
area where you didn’t know anyone 
and no one knew you? 


There are advantages and dis- 
advantages. Being in your own 
hometown, | guess the peaple know 
you and they don’t have to say 
“what kind of a man is he going 
to be, what’s he going to do?” In 
some senses they already know me. 
Likewise, | know the problems of 
the area. That doesn’t happen ina 
year or two years..| think there's 
something deeper involved, so | feel 
that’s the advantage. And the dis- 
advantages—you also know some of 
the problems and you have friends. 
This is a difficult thing and it may 
be a matter of disappointing some- 
one—not hurting someone, but hav- 
ing to do something that. maybe has 
to be done. That's a disadvantage. 


WE HAVE to mention this. There 

has obviously been discord among 
some sections of the community 
over your appointment, in particular 
from the Hispanics who have been 
vocal about it, suggesting that Rome 
and the local bishops didn't 
consider their aspirations and their 
needs to the fullest extent. What is 
your response to that? 


First the appointment of a bishop 
rests in the hands of Rome. The 
committees they have set up, the 
investigating style that determines 
how a man is selected—to reflect 0" 
just how that process takes place 
today and maybe #"'¥ reforms, | just 
don’t thin *4am prepared to 
comment, as | don’t know much 


about the process. 


| was not aware that | was being 
investigated for this possibility. May- 
be some of my brother priests had 
received letters on me. | had never 
received a letter that | was a 
possible candidate. There are plenty 
of rumors that float around, but 
those change from day to day. 


So from that angle, the question 
that the Hispanics are raising today 
maybe constructive in helping the 
church to take a look at the process 
for the selection of bishops, so that 
maybe there can be a greater unity 
there. 


| realize the hurt that many of the 


community feel. But | have felt from ~ 


the Hispanic community, in fact 
from the entire community, that 
they are not rejecting me or my 
leadership or the fact that | have 
been placed here. They are in one 
sense very angry, yet in the very 
same statement-they say “we have 
nothing against Straling,” so it’s an 
ironic situation to be in. | really felt 
a pledge from the Hispanic 
community of their willingness to 
work with me for the good of the 
whole church. 


IN LIGHT of the fact that they use 
numbers to bolster their suggested 
needs, would it be your intention to 


carry out an early census in your 
diocese to see exactly what numbers 
are involved? 


| hate to get into the game that 
politicians play, of numbers, and | 
think that anyone who has hada . 
course in statistics knows that you 
ask the question, “who is providing 
all these numbers and statistics?”

There’s a real need 
there, so | think we can let the 
statistics go, but | think we agree 
that there is a large number of ! 
Hispanics who need administering | 
to. 


ON THE WORLD scene the church 


has many areas where there is the 
need for guidance and good i 
counsel. Have you been able to give 
any thought to what you see as the 
church areas of concern in the 
world? 


To pick one out right now is 
rather difficult, but probably the role 
of the laity and religious women. 
These are not questions that will 
disappear tomorrow. | think maybe 
the Holy Spirit is guiding the church 
and facing it with the fact that in 
many places we don't have the 
clergy we used to have, and you 
might ask the question “Why?” 


The Holy Spirit promised that he 
would provide the necessary 
workers for the vineyard, so maybe 
the answer is partially that the Spirit 
is guiding us, but we're not quite 
hearing what he’s saying, so that 
especially for the laity there’s a 
great role. The church in Latin 
America has already had to come to 
grips with this. They don’t have 
native clergy, they can't rely upon 
missionaries coming in, there's the 
insensitivity of the culture of the 
missionaries, no matter how well 
intentioned they are, and yet there 
are thousands and millions of 
people who need service and who 
need ministering.

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YOU MENTIONED Latin America, 
and | know you've been to Latin 
America, Africa’and Europe. Did you 
find that of value or did you find it 
just confirmed what you already 
knew? 


You can't go to some of the Third 
World countries and witness some 
of the social conditions, the living 
conditions and not come away 
having some deep thoughts and 
meditation. In one way you can see 
how rich and how blessed our 
country really is, and for myself.and 
for those who are in our community, 
there is hardly a comparison 
between some of the living 
conditions of some of the people in 
the world. You hear and see 
pictures of people living in the 
streets of Calcutta, but when you 
see that yourself, that’s a different 
story. When you see a man, with his 
wife and a couple of kids and a 
blanket spread on the sidewalk to 
sleep and all their wordly 
possessions right there, that makes 
you think very seriously of what you 
have back home. It also makes you 
think about what can be done ‘to 
alleviate these problems and situa- 
tions. That's not easy. 


And that’s the other part of the 
problem—the fantastic problem of 
the inequality between our own 
country and the Third World. It’s not 
just bringing food in and giving 
money, it’s a whole matter of 
helping a people with education, 
with job opportunities. It’s studying 
the question of exploiting by our 
home country or big multi- 
corporations. It’s always easy to try 
to find the tyrant, like the Old Testa- 
ment scapegoat—we love to find a 
scapegoat and put all the blame on 
it—but the more | see of this, it’s 
not a simple answer. | think that by 
‘my awareness and by the 
awareness of the people, then we _ 
can apply to our own home situations 
what we can begin to do about 
these problems. 


YOU WERE executive secretary of 
the diocesan synod for those three 
years or more. Is there one out- 
standing thing that came clearly 
through from all that you saw and 
understood during that period, that 
you as an Ordinary can now 
perhaps think about as a task? 


| guess what the people from the 
grassroots have had to-say. | think 
the question that was always asked 
of us in the synod was, “Will what 
we are saying and what we propose 
make any difference?” It’s maybe 
easy for a person sitting on the 
other side in a diocesan office or 
even the pastor in a parish to say, 
“Well, | could have told you all that 
before they even were asked,” and if 
he made a study probably he could 
have guessed many of those. So | 
think one good thing is the fact that 
the people have been able to : 
express themselves. 


But | think it also leads to another 
element and that is that the church 
is not now saying, “We know and we 
come to give you all things to 
answer your needs.” The church is 
a Christian community and that 
means that the people themselves 
are the church as well as the 
priests, the bishop, the pope and 
Christ as the head of the church. 


We've maybe left the laity out. We've - 


taken their questions for granted, 
and we've also said “l know what 
you need and the answers.” 


So really the synod helped me 
confirm this as my own thinking. 
They really need to be asked, and 
by the very fact of asking, they 
become more involved about the 
answers and thus the church 
becomes much more of a basic 
community, the living of that 
community. Giving out welfare 
doesn’t answer the problem, but 


“when you try to help the person to 


help themselves and especially 
when they have a desire to help 
themselves, then something 
happens. | think the same way with 
the church. 


The synod really showed that the 


\ 


people are concerned and 
interested. They want to do 
something, they don’t want to have 
to depend upon us and they’re 
really challenging us by saying “Are 
you giving us the right type of help? 
Train us, help us to know how to 
work in the church. What is 
community? Help us to help you.” 
So | feel that’s one thing that really 
came out of the synod. And people’ 
are still asking that question, “Have 
you heard me?” 


THERE’S ANOTHER area where your 
expertise is going to be of value, 
and that’s your 11 years with 
Newman Apostolate on college 
campuses and working with the 
youth. Where do you see the church 
reaching out to the youth with suc- 
cess in an era where success is rare 
in this connection? 


My reflections on the question of 
youth are twofold. One is | don’t 
think we’re really going to get to 


youth unti! we get to the family. The _ 


crux is what happens at home, 


. what's the image of real Christian 


life, of living that takes place in the 
home? A number of sociological 
studies on this show that when you 
study juvenile crime if often goes 
back to a very poor home life, poor 
living conditions. Dad’s 2 drunkard, 
mother is trying to take care of four 
or five kids, maybe two or three 
families are living in the same 
house. There’s a kind of despera- 
tion in that situation and the kid 
tries to find some answers besides 
those which are not always socially 
acceptable. — 


There is the same problem with 
the Catholic school. The question 
comes, are we doing the 
educational job for the parents so 
they can sit back and do nothing, 
and say “Well, Johnny’s going to 
catechism classes to learn how to 
be a good boy. Now how come he 
isn’t a good boy?” Maybe the first 
question should be what kind of a 
Christian experience does he have 
at home? And how can the church 
and the Catholic schoo! help sup- 
plement this? So if you’re expecting 
campus ministry or a youth 
program to solve what hasn't taken 
place at home, we're fighting a 
losing battle. 


The other aspect is that youth are 
very, very anxious for a religious 
experience, for this type of know- 
ledge, for help. | don’t know if we’re 
finding the answers in our

community yet, but | think we can 
see others of our Protestant 
brothers; especially some of the 
fundamentalist groups, such. as the 
Campus Crusade for Christ, who 
have been very successful. Part of 
their success, as | observe it, is they 
have picked out youth leaders, got 
them to get their feet on the ground, 
and they in turn help their own 
peers.. 


I’ve been talking to the two high 


schools in our diocese, Aquinas and 
Notre Dame, and one of the things | 
am asking is do they have a 
campus ministry program? | think 
this is very critical. In our Catholic 
high schools, we've said give them 
religion. And if it’s not, working out 
right, give them more religion, give 
them more classes, there must be 
something wrong with the classes. 
Maybe that’s not the answer. 


The real answer is how do we 
help the,young person come to 
grips with his life where he is right 
now, and what part does the church 
play in that? And, it’s through a 
campus minister, through his own 
peers, that he comes to experience 
and work out some of the life situa- 
tions and problems in a Christian 


‘response. 


How can we motivate youth to do 
this? | saw this happen on the 
college scene. If the youth were 
given a little chance and a little help 
they would do fantastic things— 
helping the elderly, getting out and 
working on social problems. They 
are very idealistic and very eager. 


GETTING BACK to your earlier 
point. You said we have to get to the 
family, that it’s what happens in the 
home that is vital. Have you any 
ideas on how the church could 
approach that subject? 


| think we have several 
movements which are working 
in that direction. We have Marriage 
Encounter and Cursillo which are 
particularly geared towards the 
family. | think there are those who 
have found in these a meaningful 
encounter, that something 
happened in their life, something 
happened in their home life. 


Now | am not saying that any one 
of these, or any other single thing is 
the answer, but what really 
happens, | think, is that husband 
and wife come to have an 
awakening in their Christian 
marriage and their Christian life and 
also the responsibilities that go 
along with that, where the children 
are part of that. 


This brings a determination to live 
a better Christian life, to spend 
more time together as a family, 
concerned about what the family 
does or doesn't do. | think these 
programs are bringing the 
awakening of the Christian family. It 
is helping people to make a 
conversion, and there are many 
conversions in life, from youth to 
elderly years, the continued need 
for being reconverted to a new stage 
of Christian life. | think we have 
many couples who never really come 
to grips with what family life is and 


what Christian marriage is and what - 


they’re doing to their children. 
They're trying to do their best, but 
they never sit down to think about it 
and to reason a way. 


THIS MAY SEEM a silly question, 
but what's your view of parish 
councils? They have been slow to 
take on, and | wonder what your 
thoughts on the subject are? 


Do we take new wine and put it 
into old wine skins? The gospel 
gives us some clue on that. Maybe 
that's been part of our problem. The 
Vatican Council is very wise in what 
it's saying—that we’re experiencing 
many problems in the church and 
that the laity have to have a greater 
role. We hear this and we say “Yes, 
we have to get the laity involved,” so 
we just go ahead and get a group of 
people together as a parish council. 
Do we really know what they’re 
doing? Does the pastor really know 
what he’s doing with the parish 
council? 


The laity have to be shown their 
responsibility and their role. If a 
man is a contractor, he’s going to 
see things in terms of a contracting 
business. If a person is in business 
or an engineering firm, he’s going to 
see it that way. The church is not a 
contracting business or an 
engineering firm, so do we help the 
laity to come to understand what 
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the church is and how the church 
functions? At the same time do we 
help the pastor, the religious on the 
parish staff to know how we reach 
out to have the laity play a greater 
role in the parish? 


But you see, if you just tell the 
pastor he must have a parish 
council and he puts it in, | think 
you're putting the new wine in old 
wine skins. We're experiencing that 
problem, so it’s a retooling, a retrain- 
ing of the laity and the priests and 
religious. 


ONE’OF THE MAIN problems—and 
perhaps it has already shown in 
your own appointment—is

communications, and the people 
not feeling they are being consulted 
or informed fully. Have you any 
views on the church's use of com- 
munications or the church’s method 
of communication and the use of 
the mass media? 


Whether we want to fully 
recognize it or not, communica- 
tions are essential and critical for 
our society today, a society such as 
the church. You can see that when 
you fail to communicate. All the ru- 
mors start to fly and the thing that 
you didn’t say is the thing that 
people think you did say or do. It’s 
critical that we employ all the 
means of communication today. 


Having sat in on the national 
advisory council for the U.S. 
bishops, one of the things that’s 
been on the docket for several years 
now is the greater use of television. 
When you think that the two popes’ 
funerals and the installations of the 
new pontiffs were seen by millions 
of people for an hour or two hours, 
how do you begin to measure the 
amount of impact you’ve had on 
people’s lives? That’s of far greater 
benefit than the 15 minute homily 
given in a parish church. 


We have not given proper 
attention to these areas. | think 
particularly of the visual media, 
especially television. | think we can 
do far more with this and from what 
| gather from the laity and the 
synod is that if we would do it, the 
people would more than support the 
financial burden. They’re hungry for 
this type of thing. In this way you 
can do something with the very best 
of what we have, and we have the 
people. We always think of Bishop 
(Fulton) Sheen. We have the Bishop 
Sheen’s today, but we haven't given 
them a chance. | feel we can work 
on.this great need. 


HOW HAVE YOU found the attitude 
among the people since the an- 
nouncement of your appointment? 


With all respect to San Diego, it’s 
been one of jubilation and great joy. 
That's no reflection upon San Diego. 
The people up here for a long time 
have looked for their own opera- - 
tions. That's been an overwhelming 
thing.

It is most appropriate that the terse account of the call of Levi 
(Matthew) should occur in a gospel section dealing with Jesus’ 
concern for sinners and his repudiation of people who thought 
themselves too good to have anything to do with such riffraff. 


It follows immediately upon the forgiveness of the paralytic’s 


sins (Mark 2:1-12) and directly precedes a conflict occasioned ' 


by Jesus’ dining with “sinners” (Mark 2:15-17). Matthew (9:1- 
13), and Luke (5:17-32) followed the same sequence, obviously 
using Mark as their source. 


THE ACTUAL CALL and Levi's response are narrated 
with surprising brevity—just two verses. What is especially 
surprising is that Matthew, which changes the name of the tax 
collector to Matthew (Luke keeps Levi), copies the story 
almost word for word. 


This is just one of the many reasons for the fairly general 
consensus of scholars that this apostle was not the author of 
the gospel traditionally called “according to Matthew.” Almost 
certainly he would have given a more intimately personal 
account of his own call by the Master. That, however, is a 
literary question, although it is of importance for understanding 
the gospel as a whole. 


Levi was a tax collector and consequently a “sinner,” 
despised by the “better” people. There was, of course, reason 


for their antipathy. These men, to begin with, collected taxes . 


from their compatriots for the hated Romans. Furthermore, 
the job went to the highest bidder, and he, in turn, had to 
practice blatant extortion in order to recoup his investment 
and make a profit in the bargain. 


WHETHER LEVi-MATTHEW worked for the Romans 
or collected tolls at a sort of border station for the equally 
unpopular local ruler, Herod Antipas, made little difference. He 
carried the same stigma. Jesus was well aware of this, of 
course, but apparently he detected a much nobler aspect of 
the. man’s personality. 


And so, much to the surprise and scandal of the self- 
righteous bystanders, he invited this crook, this collaborator, 
to follow him. And without further ado, as the story is told, 
“Levi got up and became his follower” (Mark 2:14). Luke, with 
his usual stress on total renunciation as a condition for 
discipleship, added that he left “everything behind” (Luke 
5:28). 


Its is hard to visualize a rapacious tax collector sitting there 
raking in profits, looking up all of a sudden to see a strange 
itinerant preacher standing before him, hearing his invitation to 
follow him, and simply getting up and walking away with him. It 
would be satisfying indeed to know the whole story: Matthew’s 
initial reaction, his interior struggle and the motives that 
influenced his decision. 


BUT IF MARK CHOSE to describe the incident as bluntly 
as he did, it must have suited his purpose. It served as an 
illustration to his readers that the call to discipleship—and they 
had all heard it—must be answered promptly, even at the cost 
of personal sacrifice. 


If Levi was any good at all at his business, he must have 
turned his back on a considerable income, one to which he 
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Synopsis 


Faith and love—Commitment, whether it is to 
religious life or marriage, demands faith in God and 
oneself. And it demands that we love beyond ourselves. 


Today’s world has commitment under close scrutiny. 
What does it mean? What does it demand? When we 
have made a serious commitment, how far should we go 
in order to fulfill it? 


Individuals look at other individuals and are very 
tempted to judge how their brothers and sisters have 
treated their commitment. But this is dangerous. Only 
the individual involved and God truly know how a 
particular commitment is.acted upon. 


Jesus called Levi, the tax collector, to join him. But 
Levi’s fellow men had rejected him because they judged 
him to be a sinner, and therefore, unfit to associate with 
Jesus. Jesus disregarded other judgments of Levi by 
offering Levi his love. 


Levi (Matthew) accepted Jesus’ invitation to follow 
him. We are called, each of us, to follow Jesus. How we 
are to follow him varies. We know whether or not we 
have accepted his invitation, and he knows. This gospel 
story illustrates the folly of man judging man. And it 
illustrates God’s love for those whom society rejects. 


St. Basil at first thought that following God would 
mean leaving the world—turning away from people and 
society. But he discovered that the call of God does not 
always lead away from “the world,” and that the Spirit 
can lead a person into the desert only to prepare him to 
return to the center of the action and the struggle in 
society. - 


Basil learned that he had to rely on the power of the 
Spirit. Ultimately, we too must learn this for ourselves. 
Few of us will be called, as was Basil, to leave a mark 
upon the world that will be remembered long after we 
are gone from it. 


But we will, nevertheless, have left our own 
impressions upon the pages of time. What will our 
impressions be? Did we answer the call of the Spirit?

This has to begin with a personal disclaimer. | 
I'm not and never have been a priest or religious. I count 


. priests and religious among my friends,, as I also do former 


priests and religious. But I don’t know priesthood or religious 
life from the inside, and don’t know from the inside why priests 
and religious leave. 


LIKE OTHER PEOPLE, | have my opinions. As a matter of 
fact, I suspect that most opinions on this subjectiare more or 
less correct. Evidently there are many reasons why priests and 
religious leave. I offer my opinions as part of the explanation, 
not the whole of it. 


Start with a phenomenon which, although quite different in 
many ways, is similar in others to the phenomenon of departure 
from priesthood and religious life. | mean marital breakup and 
divorce. It has never been as prevalent as it is today. 


Then take another such phenomenon: mid-life vocational 
change. Gail Sheehy’s bestseller “Passages,” a potpourri of 
pop psychology which nevertheless contains useful reportage, 
offers numerous case histories of men and women in their 40s 
and 50s who gave up jobs and families in favor of new 
involvements. Whether or not this trend is actually growing, it 
is a well established fact on today’s social scene. 


WHAT DO DEPARTURES by priests and religious, 
marital breakup and divorce, and mid-life vocational change 
have in common? 


All three reflect changed attitudes toward commitment —a 
greater reluctance to make commitments, along with greater 
readiness to discard them when they no longer seem as 
rewarding, as right for oneself, as they once did: 


It would be fascinating to probe the causes of this change, 


but they are beside the point here. Very much to the point is the 
fact that, as the change has taken place, what used to be — 


unthinkable has for many people become quite thinkable. 


NOT TOO LONG AGO it was usually taken for granted _ 


that, except for the most serious and exceptional reasons, 
commitments like marriage, priesthood, religious life and even 
job or profession were for keeps. “Til death do us part” said it 
all. Often a heavy burden of social blame and personal guilt was 
attached to those who acted otherwise. 


In the last two decades—almost overnight as such things 
go—this has changed drastically. For many people commit- 
ments are still for keeps, but for others the idea of permanent 
ee les has been gutted of emotional and intellectual 
orce, 


As a result, disappointments and frustrations that once 
would have been accepted—and by many people still are—as 
“God’s will” or “part of growing up” or just “tough luck” now 
serve as occasions for pulling up stakes and pulling out. 

IT’S A TEMPTATION to become moralistic about this, 
either hailing it as a great leap forward in the cause of human 
happiness and fulfillment, or deploring it as a great leap 
backward into individual selfishness and societal chaos. 

Leaving moralizing aside, one can at least say that this new 
attitude toward commitment has some connection with 
departures from the priesthood and religious life. 


Without passing judgment on individual cases, it can also be

could not easily return. 


However, one indication that the story, as it stands, is a 
telescoped version is the fact that it is followed immediately by 
the account of a “great reception” (Luke 5:29) which the new 
disciple gave in his house, to which he invited a “large crowd” of 
his old cronies. * 


OBVIOUSLY, HE HADN'T left everything. At any rate, 
when the Pharisees got wind of this, they were shocked beyond 
belief. It was bad enough for Jesus to have joined this renegade 
to his company, but now he was actually eating in his house, 
and with all sorts of shady characters. 


They complained to his disciples: “Why does he eat with 
such as these?” Of course, for them, sinners were all those who 
did not follow the intolerable rules and regulations they had 
dreamed up, the keeping of which they identified with 
righteousness. Thus they made a mockery of true religion, and 
Jesus was even more scathing in his denunciations of this 
hypocritical formalism than the prophets before him had been. 


Overhearing their remark, he said to them, “People who are 
healthy do not need a doctor. I have come to call sinners, not 
the self-righteous.” And Matthew, with his love for pertinent 
Old Testament texts, threw in these telling words: “Go and 
learn the meaning of the words, ‘It is mercy I desire and not 
sacrifice” (Matthew 9:13; Hosea 6:6).

said that the departure rate has been unhealthily high for some 
time. What to do? We are dealing here largely with the offshoot 
of a cultural phenomenon, not an eternal verity. 


ATTITUDES TOWARD commitment have changed 
before and will again. One shouldn’t suppose that yesterday’s 
approaches will work today or that today’s will work tomorrow. 


In the past, for example, much emphasis was placed on 
having candidates for the priesthood and religious life enter the 
seminary and convent very young—and that made good sense 
in the context of the times, as it continues to make sense for 
particular individuals today. 


At present, however, there seems to be a growing emphasis 
on mature candidates—and that, too, makes sense. As for 
tomorrow—who can tell? 


IF THE NOTION of permanent commitment was some- © 


times abused in the past—treated too rigidly, so that it became 
a source of needless human suffering—it is hard to see the 
present tendency to reject permanent commitments as any 
more desirable. 


In time the pendulum will swing again, toward renewed 
stability in priesthood, religious life and other forms of 
commitment. For the present, commitment in general is taking 
its lumps—and departures from the priesthood and religious 
life are high partly, though certainly not entirely, because of it.

Meditation on the Good News of Jesus Christ isa 
‘means of providing an inspiration strong enough to 
lead us into a total release of our personality: “If 
you make my word your home you will indeed be 


will make you free.” (John 8:31, 32) 


The release of the personality from fear, doubt 
and inhibition is an exhilarating experience and 
greatly desirable. The total release of ourself, 
however, demands a cause which utterly absorbs 
us. Yet, how often have we reached for a cause, a 
person, or an event in which we could abandon 
ourself only to have the whole effort stalled 
because of fear of loss. 


There always seems to be the fear that what we 
are giving we are giving away and that it will be lost 
forever. Consequently, fear that the object of our 
devotion is not worthy of us inhibits the gift of self 
because we fear that our gift will be depreciated in 
the giving. 


my disciples, you will learn the truth and the truth 


Our dilemma is clear! We need to be fully given 
over in order to be fully developed, but to an object 
that is so perfect that the gift of self is improved in 

/ the giving. How to give ourself to God, however, 
presents some difficulty. 


How do we give ourself to God? The fact that 
._God has already given himself to us is a help. Jesus 
is God’s perfect gift to man. Therefore, through an 
affective meditation on the life of Jesus we can find 
total-release for our personality because Jesus is 
totally worthy of the gift of ourself. Because Jesus 
is totally worthy he can inspire the trust necessary 
to relax the fears which hold us back from 
becoming engaged. 


Full engagement, however, demands an affective 
appreciation of the object of devotion, which gives 
a relaxed confidence throughout the whole 
personality. Without total trust there cannot be full 
release, 


Therefore our meditation on the Word of God 
must reach in to the whole personality and 


Christian meditation: Release from fear 


permeate us with the realization that Jesus is truly 
worthy of all honor, glory and power (Revelation 
4:11; 5:12). A mistake we often make, however, is to 
confuse full release of our personality with 
intensity of devotion. 


Release comes from abandonment consequent 
upon faith and results in a full easy flow of our 
personality. Intensity comes from a need to prove 
one’s worth and results in harsh, often narrow- 
minded determination. 


When the experience of full release becomes an 
object of desire (perhaps, because we want to show 
people how free we are) self-consciousness results. 
Self consciousness, a turning in on self, is the 
opposite of full release. To find full release we have 
to be raised out of ourself. . 


Meditation on the life of Jesus, as God’s perfect 
gift to man, isa means which inspires the total gift 
of ourself and, thus, frees the whole personality. 
The truth is the only thing worthy of us. Jesus is the 
truth (John 14:6) which makes us worthy enough to 
allow the whole personality to flow. 3

A vocation can hold —. 
surprises even for saints

Spirituality is a matter of living by the Spirit 
or inspiration of God. It suggests a sailboat 
with billowing canvas spread to catch (or be 
caught by) a strong wind. We can think of 
spirituality in another way as a matter of 
vocation, a matter of responding to a call o 
summons from God. 


Such a summons is always somewhat 
unpredictable, like the wind. Following a 
vocation is never like having a blueprint in 
hand for the rest of one’s life. St. Basil the 
Great offers a striking example of this. 


BASIL WAS BORN in the early fourth 
century into a Christian family in a world that 
remained largely pagan. Because his family 
was powerful, wealthy and also cultured, he 
went to the best (pagan) schools, and began 


as a young man to make a career of oratory. 

He later claimed that he had wasted his 
early adulthood on foolishness and worthless 
endeavors: In his late 20s he became aware of 
God calling him. He described it as an 
awakening out of a deep sleep—an exper- 
ience of really being conscious of reality for 
the first time. 


It seems that Basil though born of a devout 
Christian family, had not been baptized. 
When he presented himself for baptism, he 
really meant it as a total conversion of his life. 


HIS FIRST thought was that conversion 
to God meant a kind of turning away from 
people and society. He gave up all his wealth 
and went into the desert as an ascetic and 
hermit, away from temptations of power, 
fame, luxury and so on. 


He was to discover in the course of his life, 


however, that the call of God does not always 
lead away from “the world,” and that the 
Spirit can lead a person into the desert only to 
prepare him to return into the center of the 
action and the struggle in society. i 

Basil withdrew from society but many 
others joined him in his style of life and he was 
forced to become a leader and organizer 
among them. Then the loeal bishop persuad- 
ed him to present himself for ordination and 
to help in the diocese. 


SIX YEARS later, when the bishop died, 
Basil was called to succeed him. He found 
that this involved much that he thought he 
had given up through his baptism: the 
exercise of civil as well as church power, the 
disposition of considerable wealth (indirectly) 
and the acquisition of a great reputation for 
wisdom and oratory. 

He threw himself into the task of reforming 
the city into something closer to a just and 
good society, and it seems that his years as a 
desert hermit stood him in good stead. He 
could not be “bought” by any promises or 
deflected by any threats of exile, confisca- 
tions, torture or death, even though such 
threats came from the enormously powerful 
emperor who could certainly have carried 
them out. 


In spite of the strain and fatigue of his 


position, Basil wrote extensively. He must 
have written when dead tired and under 
pressure of many other things. But he wrote 
out of passionate concern for reconciliation 
and peace within the church. 


IT WAS A TIME of confusion in matters of 
belief and Christians wasted much energy in 
fruitless disputes. 

Basil, who died when he was not quite 50 
years old, seems in many ways to be a figure 
for our times, bridging the gap between 
contemplation and action, between utter 
detachment and passionate involvement, 
between fidelity to commitments already 
made and readiness to respond to new and 
different needs, between great learning and 
great simplicity, between undivided concern 
for the preaching of the gospel and immediate 
practical response to ordinary human needs. 


The principle by which Basil lived his life 
seems to have been this: He heard God’s call 
to him wherever his personal potential 
intersected with a human need, and he seems 
to have evaluated his personal potential in 
terms of the Spirit of God carrying him along. 


His personal courage and enterprise and 
the great things that he achieved seemed to 
rest on a vivid awareness that he as bishop, 
and all the members of the Christian 
community, rested on the power of the Spirit.

light entered, carried by a permanent 
deacon, leading the way for the book 
carried by another deacon. 


Meanwhile to a steady upbeat of tempo 
and volume, the evocation “Prepare yethe 
way of the Lord” was sung, climaxing as 
the book reached the lectern and light 
again flooded the hall. 


Now came the voice of the pope—in the 
presence of the Apostolic Delegate, 
Archbishop Jean Jadot—to bring Rome’s 


greetings. The delegate spoke of “the new | 


community of faith” which was being 
launched. “There is good reason to be 
proud of the way the area has come to 
maturity and the founding of a new 
diocese,” he said. And in Spanish he gave 
a welcome to the new diocese from the 
new pope, John Paul II. 


THE HOLY SPIRIT was invoked by the 
plainsong of the “Veni Creator” and Phillip 
Straling stood in front of Cardinal Manning 
while the mandate for his ordination was 
read. 


It was Father Michael Keane, longtime 
- pastor of Immaculate Conception parish, 
Colton, who proclaimed Rome’s words. As 
a youngster, the new bishop had spent 
several years under the tutelage of the 
pastor now speaking. 


The temperature and the emotions were 
rising together, and long applause greeted 
the reading of the mandate. 


THERE FOLLOWED the measured tones 
of the cardinal as he led the bishop-elect 
through the question and answer of 
instruction, which gave way to the prostra- 
tion of the ordinand and the litany of the 
saints. 


As Bishop-elect Straling lay face down- 
ward in the sanctuary, all others knelt as 
the singing of the litany. brought full 
response from the thousands gathered. 
Included among the saints were “San 
Diego” and “San Bernardino.” 


Then, while Phillip Straling knelt, 
Cardiral Manning, the metropolitan, 
followed by the archbishops and bishops, 


laid hands on him, signifying that he had 
become one of them, had reached 
episcopal office. 


THE SOLEMNITY of this could almost be 
felt as the cardinal and assembled 
bishops prayed over their new member in 
consecration while the Book of Gospels 
was held over his head by two deacons. 


“Pour out upon this chosen one that 
power which is from you, the governing 
Spirit...given to the holy apostles, who 
founded the church in every place to be 
your temple...’ 


Then Bishop Straling was Sridinted with 
chrism, the mark of priesthood, given at 
baptism, confirmation, ordination. He was 
then charged “to preach (the gospels) with 
unfailing patience and sound teaching.” 


THE MARKS of a bishop—the miter, ring 
and crozier came next. Then mitred, and 
wearing one of three rings given him, 
carrying the wooden crozier made for him 
by a youth in the charge of the California 
Youth Authority at Chino, Bishop Phillip 
Francis Straling was solemnly led to his 
seat, his sedia, his See, while a renewed 
burst of applause echoed around the hall. 


Then the next mandate was read, 
setting up the new diocese, in which it is 
stated that Rome has answered the local 
petition for the division from San Diego. 
Msgr. Michael Nolan, who has labored in 
many parts ofboth dioceses, was the 
reader. : 


The kiss of peace which followed 
brought first the exchange and embrace 
with all the bishops. And Bishop Gilbert 
Chavez came forward to embrace Bishop 
Straling with a smile and a word of 
greeting. 


AFTER GREETING his fellow bishops, 
the new bishop moved from the sanctuary, 
down to the seats where his parents waited 
to greet him, with pride, with joy, with love. . 
For this child of theirs, baptized in Holy 
Rosary parish 45 years ago, was now 
returning there as bishop.

As boy and man ‘Phil’ Straling has ‘family of faith’

SAN BERNARDINO—Holy Rosary 
church has played a prominent part inthe 
family life of Sylvester and Florence 
Straling. They were married there, their 
oldest son was baptized there, became its 
pastor and it is now his cathedral. 


It was on Sept. 29, 1931, in the “back 
part of the church” that the couple 
exchanged their marriage vows. 


ABOUT TWO YEARS later, their first 
child, Phillip, was baptized in the church 
two weeks after he was born on April 25, 
1933. 


Little did they know that their son would 
become a priest and be assigned as pastor 
of Holy Rosary in 1976. Even less did they 
know that he would become a bishop, the 
first Ordinary of the new diocese of San 
Bernardino, and have as his cathedral 
Holy Rosary, now called Our Lady of the 
Rosary Cathedral. 


The Stralings were running a small 
poultry farm near here when Phillip was 
born.” Subsequent years saw the family 
increase with the births of George, Mary 
and Frances. 


THE STRALINGS WERE kept busy

But the Stralings made time to practice 
their faith and raise their children in a 
religious and spiritual atmosphere. 


EVERY MORNING the whole family 
would attend mass. When a new child was 
two weeks old it was time for the baby and 
mother to join the rest of the family in the 
daily practice of their faith. 


“Ever since we were married we wanted 
our children to be involved in religious 
life,” said Sylvester Straling. 

But were there any indications when he 
was a child that Phillip would aspire to the 
priesthood? 


HIS SISTER Frances relates that he 
would play a priest celebrating mass, “but 
| think most boys do that,” she added.

Executive secretary for three years 
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Bishop Straling’s Synod experience an advantage

SAN BERNARDINO—Its. very newness is giving the 
diocese of San Bernardino an advantage in carrying outthe 
policies and reforms of the second Synod of the diocese of 
San Diego. 


Fortunately for the diocese, every word written in 
connection with Synod II is very familiarto Bishop Phillip F. 
Straling. He was at the helm of the Synod II undertaking as 
its executive secretary under Bishop Leo T. Maher and now 
has a chance to see implementation of the work bear fruit. 


“THE BEST. ADVANTAGE is that we can start from 
scratch,” said Bishop Straling, who traveled about 45,000 
miles in the three years of the Synod. 


“We're building a diocesan structure, which is fenh 
easier than changing structures. We're starting new and 
everything is very much in a ‘seed’ position, very muchina 
‘primitive stage,” he said. 


. Grassroots participation and control of various 
programs is one of the basic thrusts.of putting Synod II into 
practice in the new diocese, he said: The people’s “speak- 
ups” made the point clear that they want to be involved. 


“ONE OF THE THINGS brought up was that the church 
needs to be more sensitive to the needs of the local areas,” 
Bishop Straling said. “You can call it de-centralization. The 
plan is that the local parishes have more control and more 
say over what they need in that area, and howthe local area 
can provide the services.” 

A facilitator, more than a director, of Catholic Social 
Services for each area is one of the ways that each area can 
determine its needs, he said. 

CSS would be involved in. government and in counseling, 


working on such problems as drug abuse and taking care 
of family assistance. 


THE JUSTICE AND PEACE Commission would work with 
parishes who would be most aware of the social needs, 


covering the gamut of needs (the abortion question, . 


matters of fair pay, etc.), while the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society, a laity-run organization, is to be coordinated with 
other activities for the clothing, feeding and, perhaps, 
temporary housing, of the needy. 


On the question of justice and peace, Bishop Straling 
expressed deep concern for the migrant worker (“Are they 
getting ripped off?”) and other workers who may not be 
receiving equitable pay for the jobs they are doing: 


He also discussed the current diocesan. problems of 
- gang violence and prostitution, which would come under 
the jurisdiction of the commission. 


“THESE (PROBLEMS) involve working with the families, 
getting at the root of problems. It’s having an awareness of 
the problems themselves and then discovering how the 
church can use its resources and its Christian values to 
pull together and work on these problems,” he said. 


“Too often, we expect ‘Big Brother’ or another law to take 
care of it. That’s not how to solve these problems.” 


Taking each of the points covered by the Synod, Bishop . 


Straling noted that all of them are touched by one another, 
and all of them are held together by the church’ s 
command by Christ to spread the Good News. 


THE U.S. BISHOPS came out with their. declaration on 
evangelization at the same time Pope Paul VI was issuing 
his apostolic exhortation, “Evangelii Nuntiandi,” the bishop 
said, indicating that “we were on target—with the people 
themselves” and with the Holy Spirit. 


“Very often people think of evangelism in terms of going 
out with Bible in hand—and |’m not denying that need— 
but there are many areas of evangelization, he said, 
naming three basic ones: the unchurched, the fallen 

_ aways and the Sunday Catholics. 

The fallen aways have never come into contact with their 
faith, never had an adult conversion, even though they are 
baptized. The Sunday Catholic “punches in and punches 


out at mass each week,” thinking of it as an obligation sort 


of thing, Bishop Straling said. 
“THE SUNDAY CATHOLIC does not see the church as a

EARLY SYNOD DAYS—In 1973 before the work of the 
Second Diocesan Synod got to parish levels, executive 


community in communion with Christ. They have not had 
the conversion experience—the conversion of the total 
person to Christ and to his ministry.” 


He said that Sister Joan Krogmeier, coordinator for 


evangelization in the diocese, is doing “a fantastic job.” 
One of her first tasks was to contact each parish to let 
priests know she is available and to ask for cooperation. 


What does the bishop see as a way of giving more 
importance to the gospel message as bishop anda as pastor

“THERE YOU TOUCH on the total role of the bishop,” fig 


said. “My main task is to work with the priests in their own 

spiritual growth, to make sure they are not overworked, 

and to work with the religious brothers, sisters, deacons, to 
make sure the team is living the gospel itself, to preach the 
Good News. 


“What the Spirit is saying to the churches now is that the 
laity must have leadership roles,” said the bishop. He 
mentioned more involvement and closer liaison with 
parish councils as an example. 

“Then the church becomes a team that can really go out 
and evangelize, really give substance with their lives tothe 
meaning of the gospel. It’s like the old saying, ‘united 
we stand, divided we fall.’” 

On other subjects: 

Education—“The thrust of the Synod was the total 
teaching mission of the church. Adult education, 
children’s education, priest’s education all must: be 
brought together. Young people are coming into an 
awareness here, and it’s difficult to put into words, 
because it’s the work of the Holy Spirit.” 

Liturgy and Worship—“San Diego is taking great steps 
here, and we hope to do similar things. Good liturgy leads 
to good worship, all for the glory of God. Liturgy is a 
growing thing, a changing thing. It can’t be static or 
stagnant. It is a celebration of the sacred mystery Christ 
gave to us and it must incorporate the cultures of the

The 
Commission on Justice and Peace becomes involved here, 
for many Mexican-Americans are among the poorest of the 
poor. 

“Christ made it clear what the mission of the church is. 
We cannot forget the “Lazarus” sitting on our doorstep. 
(Luke 16:19-31). We have to know who the Lazaruses are. 
There are blacks and Anglos with problems, too.” 


Communications—Bishop Straling reiterated the need 


for open lines of communication and use of the media and 


is not less trusting as a result of recent stories about him in 
the daily press. 


“We have to realize that we are in the world, he said. “We 
are all sinners, and who is to cast the first stone?” 


Laity—Since.he has been a visible pastor, will he be the 
same kind of bishop? “I'll be trying to get out to all the 
parishes to talk to the people, to the priests. But it will be 
hard. There are 85 parishes and only 52 weeks in the year.” 

Priesthood—On the matter of hiring business managers 
to free priests from administrative desk work, the bishop 
said this policy hasn't come into being yet because of the 
financial needs of managers.

New and old dioceses’ 
statistics very similar 


Even though the new San Bernardino 
diocese is no longer referred to as “San 
Diego north,” its statistical makeup Is very 
similar to the San Diego diocese from 
which it was created. 


The new diocese, comprised of San 
Bernardino and Riverside counties, 
covers 18,800 more square miles than the 
San Diego diocese. However, included in 
those miles is a major portion of the vast 
Mojave Desert. : 


THE LATE Bishop Charles Francis 
Buddy took charge of 63 parishes when 
the San Diego diocese was created in 
1936, compared to the 172 in existence 
when the diocese was divided in July. 


The Catholic population of the old 
diocese numbered more than 590,000, 
with 354,453 left under Bishop Leo T. 
Maher's jurisdiction and 235,665 under 
newly ordained Bishop Phillip F. Straling. 


The total population of the new dio- 
cese’s two counties is 1,704,700, com- 
pared to 1,258,300 within the San Diego- 
Imperial counties’ boundaries. 


WHEN THE DIVISION creating the new 
diocese was made, the number of parish-

es for each diocese came out nearly even, 
with 87 within San Diego-Ilmperiat and 85 
in San Bernardino-Riverside. 


The new diocese was one of the last two 
that Pope Paul VI created shortly before 
his death. The last to be created is in 
Africa. 


The diocese of San Diego became an 
independent See after its creation from 
the archdiocese of Los Angeles. The late 
Bishop Buddy of St. Joseph, Mo., became 
the diocese’s first Ordinary. He liked to tell 
about arriving “at the rim of Christendom” 
where he had “63 parishes, 36 grade 
schools, no money and not a cent of 
credit.” 


WITHIN 25 YEARS, he had become 
shepherd to a flock of 300,000 Catholics 
in 165 parishes with 87 elementary 
schools. 


The new San Bernardino diocese has 
128 diocesan priests and 43 belonging to 
religious communities. In addition, there 
are 11 permanent deacons and 282 
sisters. 


San Diego was left with 191 diocesan 
and 64 religious priests, 23 permanent 
deacons and 432.sisters. 


EACH DIOCESE is divided into territorial 
areas known-as deaneries, each deanery 
made up of parishes presided over by a 
Vicar Forane, or dean, who usually is a 
pastor. The San Bernardino diocese has 
five deaneries: Ontario, Palm Springs, 
Riverside, San Bernardino and Victorville. 


There are eight deaneries in the San 
Diego diocese, representing the districts 
of Cathedral, El Cajon, El Centro, Escon- 
dido, La Jolla, Oceanside, South Bay and 
University. 


Each dean oversees civil and spiritual 
concerns of the parishes and church 
institutions within his district and serves 
as a liaison between the bishop and his 
priests.

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Counties have colorful religious history 


Some San Bernardino-Riverside facts 


By Mary Sanchez

SAN BERNARDINO—The 
bulk of San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties’ com- 
bined 1,258,800 populace 
is centered in what econo- 
mic developers have nam- 
ed the Riverside-San Ber- 
nardino-Ontario metropoli- 
tan area. But that doesn’t 
tell much of the two-county 
area. 


Borders of the state’s new 
diocese of San Bernardino 
extend from the 11,000- 
foot high Telescope Peak to 
the floor of Death Valley, 
some 2,280 feet below sea 
level in San Bernardino 
County, and from the 10, 
830-foot high San Jacinto 
Peak to the Salton Sea, 230 
feet below sea level in 
Riverside County. 


AND, ASIDE from such 
strange and mysterious 
geographic and geologic 
features as twisted rocks 
and fossil beds indicating 
the ocean once extended 
into what.is now desert, the 
counties abound in colorful 
religious history—of Span- 
ish dons, zealous Francis- 
can missionaries and a fa- 
mous Mormon stockade. 


Bishop Phillip F. Stra- 


ling’s flock is comprised of 
235,665 Catholics within 
the two counties, whose 
physical boundaries could 
enclose four New England 
states with land left over. 


Within the 27,293 square 
miles making up San Ber- 
nardino-Riverside is desert 
land, which takes up some 
90 percent of the diocese. 
Those hot, dry spots are not 


- ghost towns but are home 


to from 15 to 20 percent of 
the total population. 


SAN BERNARDINO got 
its name from St. Bernar- 
dine of Siena, on whose 
feast day, May 20, 1810, 
San Gabriel Mission Father 
Francisco Dumetz gather- 
ed a small flock of priests 
and soldiers to celebrate 
mass. 


Father Francisco Garces 
had entered the area in 
1774, and a mission ranch 
was set up in 1830. 


After the Mexican War of 
1846, mission ranches 
were parceled out as ran- 
cho grants. Some of the 
rancho owners are remem- 
bered in the streets which 
still bear their names, Sep- 
ulveda and Lugo, to name 
two. 


FATHER GARCES had 
established a trail that was 
to be followed by such 
historic figures as Jedediah 
Strong Smith, who entered 
California by overland trail 
in 1826. 


Mormons ‘led by Capt. 
Hunt established a com- 
munity in San Bernardino 
by bringing dismantled 
wagons through Cajon 
Pass, then a treacherous 
route designed only for 
pack animals. : 


Although the ranchos are 
gone, one landmark still is 
prominent on clear days. It 
is a perfectly shaped arrow- 
head that Father Dumetz 
mentioned in his diary in 
1810. The landmark, onthe 
southwest slope of what 
came to be known as Arrow- 
head Mountain, covers 
more than seven and a half 
acres. 


RIVERSIDE County was 


developed in 1893, formed: 


from San Diego and San 


Bernardino counties. Set-. 


tlers started moving into 
the area in the early 19th 
century after trails were 
blazed in 1774 by a Span- 
ish expedition led by Juan 
Bautista de Anza, whose 
statue has a prominent spot 
in downtown Riverside. 


Equally prominent is that 
city’s famous Mission Inn, 
which came to be a recept- 
tacle of numerous Christian 
artifacts. 


‘Both counties have dis- 
tricts of varied economic 
scale, ranging from Palm 
Springs and Lake Arrow- 
head, where movie stars 
live and play, to the barrios 
of the inner cities, where 
large families struggle to 
overcome the cycle of 
poverty. 


PERHAPS the fastest 
growing areas of both coun- 
ties are their west ends, 
where population spill-over 
from Orange and Los Ange- 
les counties has created a 
burgeoning housing mar- 
ket. 

The labor force in both 
counties is largely white in 
racial makeup, followed by 
Hispanics and then blacks. 


Both counties boast of 


rich agricultural lands, with - 


farming, milk and egg 
production high on the list

of economic mainstays. 
Almost atl United States 
dates come from the Co- 
achella Valley in the south- 
ern section of Riverside 
County. 


HOWEVER, governmen- 
tal installations, the rail- 
ways, mining operations 
and the huge Kaiser Steel 
Corporation in Fontana also 
comprise a large percen- 
tage of the labor market. 


Seventeen cities make 
up Riverside County, while 
there are 15 cities in San 
Bernardino County. Among 
the incorporated areas, the 
city of Riverside is the most 
populous, with 154,500 
residents, compared to 
104,814 in the city of San 
Bernardino where the new- 
ly established Our Lady of 
the Rosary Cathedral is 
located. 


The two cities have had a 
friendly rivalry for years, 
vying for intellectual cen- 
ters, economic advantages 
and even highway names. 


BUT THE TWO cities 
have shared the same 
bishop since the time their 
Catholic populations were 
under what is now the arch- 
diocese of Los Angeles. 


However, over the years, 
churches in both cities 
have enjoyed inter-parish 
activities, all rivalry eli- 
minated by their oneness in 
Christ. -
